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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's amendment filed on November 1 , 2007 has been entered. Claims 1 , 
9, 44-47. 51, 57, 59-62, 66-69, 71, 74-76, 79, 81-84. 89, 90, 103, 105, 106 and 108 
have been amended. Claims 2-8. 10-14, 80, 88, 96, 97, 102, 110. Ill and 113 have 
been cancelled. No claim has been added. Claims 1,9, 15-20, 22-37, 39-64, 66-79, 
81-87, 89-95, 98, 100, 101, 103-109, 112, 114-117 are still pending in this application, 
with claims 15, 28, 36, 64, 70, 78, 98, 104 and 112 being independent. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1, 9, 15-20, 22-37, 39-64, 66-79, 81-87, 89-95, 98, 100, 101, 103-109, 
112, 114-117 are allowed. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Applicant teaches an illumination device having plurality of groups of light- 
emitting devices, at least one first group of light emitting devices being for emitting a first 
spectrum of light and a second group being for emitting a second spectrum different 
from the first one. A controller drives each group to produce a composite spectrum, 
such composite spectrum including wavelength only within a contiguous bandwidth of a 
predetermined target range when the controller supplies prescribed maximum amounts 
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of power to all the groups of light emitting devices. In a second embodiment the. 
composite spectrum simulates the spectrum of a predetermined light source. In a third 
embodiment, the plurality of light emitting devices includes at least two white light 
emitting diodes, such diodes having respectively different spectra. In a fourth 
embodiment, the controller is configured to vary the color temperature of the composite 
radiation within a range of approximately 2,300 degrees Kelvin and 4,500 degrees 
Kelvin.
